BURDEN IS TOO HEAVY 


Berlin Minister of Finance Reiterates 
His 
Recent 
Declaration That 
Teuton Envoys Will Not 
Sign Peace Terms. 
London, June 9.—In an Interview 
telegraphed by the Dally Mall a Ber­ 
lin correspondent. Dr. Bernard Dern­ 
burg, German m inister of finance, in­ 
sists upon Germ any’s inability to meet 
the financial dem ands of the peace 
term s and the inability of the Allies 
to m ake her pay. 
Dr. Durnburg reiterates his recent 
declaration that Germany will not sign 
the term s as presented and continues; 
“As a m atter of fact, neither the 
E ntente nor Germany is capable of 
oigning this peace. 
Germany cannot 
pay and the E ntente cannot make 
Germany pay. 
Y'ou can invade Ger­ 
m any and occupy the Ruhr basin, 
and nobody will stand in your way, if 
you wish to come to Berlin. But when 
you are there, what are you going to 
do? 
“Your only hope of reparation lies 
In getting the German people to work 
producing goods which they can give 
the Allies against money indemnity, 
but first Ski* y must h a v e food and 
then raw materials. You must make 
term s which will enable you to get 
your reparations reasonably soon. You 
do not suppose that our children are 
going to remain slaves because their 
parents lost the war.” 
Dr. Dernburg elsewhere In the In­ 
terview 
speaks 
derisively of 
Presi­ 
dent wilson. 
“ I thought he came over here as a ' 
new sort of redeemer, in the role of I 
a savior of mankind.'' the finance min­ 
ister is quoted as saying, “but I have 
not found in the peace treaty one word 
of his peace of couneiiiution aud good 
will.”

views today for publication, it can be stated that they arc fully aware 
that one result of the senate opposition to the league of nations covenant 


and the treaty may be a separate peace. 
They foresee an attempt to create a “race” between 
allied 
nations 
and the senate to ratify the treaty which specifically 
provides 
that 
it 
shall become valid when ratified by three of the allied or associate pow­ 
ers. 
That is, if France. England and Italy, all bound not to sign a separ­ 
ate peace, should ratify the treaty before the senate docs. it would end the 
war so far as these nations are concerned and allow them at once to re­ 


sume commercial relations w ith Germany. 
The United States, however, as the senators view it, would be left 
with a state of war with Germany still in existence and the other nations 
given a head start on the resumption of business dealings. 
That this possibility will be emphasized to the 
senate, 
republican 
leader?* have no doubt. 
They are not disturbed, by it however, declaring 


they sec no calamity in it.

Democracy in Ancient Jewish Days and 
tnt League of Nations, 
Are Two.

urn! 
Judges, Israel was a democracy. It was 
not until they were fascinated by the 
barbaric splendor and unrestrained li­ 
cense of the heathen nations nrouud 
them that they began to be ill satisfied 
With their ow n simple ways and to long 
for a king aud a showy court. 
It was 
the lure of sin and worldly vanity. 
Samuel warned them against 
courts 
and kings aud told them of what would 
happen, but his warnings went unheed­ 
ed. 
The vision of the age of peace 
began as early as eight centuries It. C., 
but It was not until the Christian era 
that the world change in tin* existing 
order fully dawned upon the minds of 
men.

say on “Perpetual Peace.” wrote that 
the law of nations must bo based on 
the federation of free states. 
At dif­ 
ferent times leaders in national and 
International reform have had visions 
of such a league, but always as a jhjs- 
sibllity of the remote future. 
It has 
remained for the United States to 
promulgate It at a time when the 
world seems prepared to listen.
